AFTER FIVE YEARS. 

The Minister for Industry and. Commerce, 
continuing his interrupted speech, said that, 
after the 1923 election, Deputy Johnson came 
back with a diminished following, disap- 
ointed with what the electors thought of 
is actions in 1922 on tho question of intern- 
ments. The result of the election showed 
what the people thought of his display of 
weakness in the crisis of 1922. Once again 
at the end of five years he was not able to 
make up his mind on a question of the 
tra safety. The deputy had not yet 
earned the difference between sitting on the 
stand looking on and taking his stance in 
the arena, where difficult and dangerous 
matters were going forward, He would not 
take the responsibility of government and 
put forward at the last election only enough 
candidates to ensure that he would not have 
to face the people out to attack the State. 

The deputy talked about the extraordinary 
and drastic powers of the bill as if nothing 
had happened since the 8th of July to make 
those responsible for the government of the 
country take a new view, Nothing more 
cynical than the amendment had ever 
appeared on the Order Paper of the House. 
Tt was a pity that the deputy could not 
have impressed upon the assassins the point 
of view.set out in that amendment. He 
might have told them that knives would be 
an easier death than guns, and so reassure 


the~people. 
REASSURANCE AND ALARM. 
“We,” he continued with emphasis, 


““want to reassure certain people, and we 
want to alarm certain other people. In this 
measure we give that reassurance and that 
alarm.” (Applause.) 
Without it further tragedies would occur, 
and then Deputy O’Hanlon would get up and 
say that Ministers warned of their own 
deaths had not taken precautions. Presum- 
ablv, the Government should rest satisfied 
with the public reprobation of the assassina- 
tion, with the funeral, and should not seek for 
powers to assist them in tracking down the 
murderers, and preventing a gimilar deed. 
It was a blow at a rival political party, 
argued Deputy Johnson, and an attempt to 
make political capital out of the tragedy. 
Everyone could guess which party would be 
likely tó get the votes that would be given 
to the party prevented by those bills from 
taking part in an election. It was not the 
Government that would get the support of 
those who in the ordinary way would vote 
for the Fianna Fail Party. He saw 
no proof of Deputy Johnson's assertion that 
public confidence had been shaken by the 
introduction of the bill. On the contrary, 
there was a great accession of strength to 
those banded together for the defence of the 
State since these proposals had been men- 
tioned. 
He asked Deputy Rice to say that he could 
not envisage circumstances in which there 
would arise the necessity for courts of a 
military character. The House would have 
the fullest opportunity of discussing the 
reasons for calling such special tribunals into 
being, and it should not be forgotten that 
the Government had not got a majority there. 
The idea was to trust to the ordinary jury 
system until they saw reason for departing 
from it. When there arose such reason there 
could be no half-way house between trial 
by judge and Fe and trial by a special 
military tribunal.

BRITISH AIRMEN ALIGHT 
AT BALDONNEL.

CLIFDEN AS POINT OF

Colonel F. F. Minchin and Captain 
Leslie Hamilton, accompanied by Mr. 
Foster as navigator, arrived at Baldonnel 
Military Aerodrome, County Dublin, | 
about 12.45 p.m. yesterday in Captain 
Hamilton’s own big  Vickers- Viking 
amphibian air taxi. Their arrival was 
wholly unexpected, and the roar of the 
big machine's engines attracted much 
attention as she passed over the city. 

Colonel Minchin and Captain Hamilton, 
both officers with wide experience of. mili- 
tary and civil aeronautics, have \ resolved 
to win the £5,000 prize offered by the 
Canadian breweries to the first aeroplane 
crew that successfully performs the 
“London to London ” flight, and it is 
with this end in view that they have come 
to Ireland. They will start from Clifden, 
County Galway, in a Fokker machine | 
about the middle of next month. Their 
first objective will be Ottawa, Canada. 
From there they will go on to London, 
Ontaric, and thence back across the 
Atlantic to the English capital. 

To-day the aviators will leave Baldonnel 
for Clifden to select a suitable jumping-off 
point. Afterwards they will leave for 
Amsterdam, where the Fokker machine ig 
which the flight will be attempted is being 
overhauled by a gang of mechanics, who are 
working double shifts to put it in order. The 
airmen hope that the machine will be ready 
in about ten days’ time, when they will fly 
to Clifden for the start of the Atlantic flight, 
stopping at Baldonnel en route.

In view of Mr. Cosgrave’s deliberate 
statement, law-abiding citizens must recog- 
nise the gravity of the situation and must 
do everything in their power to support 
the Government in its endeavour to uproot 
treason and murder from the land, Mr. 
Thomas Johnson, on behalf of the Labour 
Party, moved the postponement of the 
second reading for a fortnight, in order 
to give the Executive Council a chance to 
reconsider the terms of the bill, or, in 
other words, to bring forward a new 
measure. We fail to see the sense of 
such a course. Presumably, the Govern- 
ment has given careful thought to the 
clauses of its Bill. Ministers assured the 
Dáil yesterday that no element of panic 
had invaded their counsels, and it is clear 
that they know precisely what they need. 
Mr. Cosgrave said enough yesterday to 
convince the country that a threat exists 
against the State. What good purpose, 
therefore, could be served by procrastina- 
tion? No doubt, the Bill will be 
amended in Committee, but the major 
issue brooks no delay. The debate was 
adjourned last night after the party 
leaders had stated their views, and, in 
all probability, a division will be taken 
to-day.

Candle-light. 


A citizen, arriving at his home a few 
nights ago, found all the electric bulbs 
out of action and the household reduced 
to dependence on candles. The dim 


or writing, and so compelled a resort to 


that hour all delicate handiwork became 
impossible, and reading and writing by 
the light of candles or smoking lamps 
demanded young and strong eyes. Modern 
invention has given us twenty-four hours 
a day for the purposes of toil and 
pleasure, but has given them at a price. 
A thousand years ago, when monks illu- 
minated manuscripts, and two hundred 
years ago, when a poet’s household stirred 
the fire and closed the shutters fast, the 
evening threw intelligent people upon the 
resources of their own minds. For that 
reason men and women had finer memories 
than they have now. What they read by 
daylight they digested by candle-light, and 
every educated person knew by heart long 
passages from the classics and from con- 
temporary literature: incidentally, those 
centuries had fewer and better books. For 
the same reason the art of conversation 


— 


the use of scratchy and awkward goose- 
quills. Can we imagine to-day an exist- 
ence without pins and matches and 
steel pens? We cannot, and it is this 
deficiency of imagination which baffles all 
modern efforts to reconstruct the past. 
When we attempt the feat we think in- 
fallibly in terms of the big strides, the 
big inventions. We can realise how war 
was changed when the cannon ousted the 
cross-bow, how Dickens’s England vanished 
with the coming of railways, how the tele- 
graph first, and then ‘“ wireless,’’ have 
eliminated space; but we cannot bridge 
the vast gap that the smaller amenities 
have established between then and now. 
Even the greatest and most conscientious 
of historical novels fail wholly to give 
us a true impression of the life of 
their chosen periods. The authors of 
“Salammbo’”’ and “Ivanhoe’ and “ The 
Cloister and the Hearth’’ would not have 
dared—if they had been able—to photo- 
graph ages which had no _ sanitary 
decencies. The domestic interiors of 
* Waverley ” and of “ Vanity Fair” are 
a blank. We like to flatter ourselves upon 
the continuity of history, but every one of 
us is enisled in the sea of life, and the 
past is hardly less mysterious than the 
future, : |

International Relief. 


The steps taken at a Diplomatic Con- 
ference in Geneva towards the establish- 
ment of an International Relief Union 
represent the triumph of a man of faith. 
In The World’s Health Senator Giovanni 
Ciraolo describes the inception and the 
growth of his idea, now crowned with in- 
ternational approval. From time to time 
the world is appalled by disasters like the 
Mississippi floods and the Japanese earth- 
quake, which overwhelm large populations 
in distress from which their own resources 
cannot rescue them. The internal law of 
all States makes allowances for “cas de 
force majeure,” or “acts of God,’’ and 
recognises the fact that unforeseen and un- 
preventible events of the kind absolve 
debtors or contractors from the discharge 
of their obligations. Communities, on the 
other hand, have protection against the 
hardships of purely human origin which 
may be entailed by natural calamities. 
Senator Ciraolo contended that inter- 
national relations ought to take cognisance 
of force majeure in the form of natural 
upheavals such as may render Govern- 
ments temporarily unable to perform their 
functions or to pay their debts.

The Prince’s Home. 


The Queen paid a long visit to Mar!- 
borough House this morning, and for an

borough House she spent some time at 
York House, the present home of the 
Prince, looking over the furniture. There 
is some curiosity as to when the Prince 
will take up his residence in his new 
home; for it is an open secret that he is 
reluctant to leave his present quarters, 
where he is extremely comfortable. In 
official circles it is thought, however, that, 
now the Prince is thirty-three, he ought to 
take up his residence in the recognised 
home of the Heir Apparent. It is not 
dificult to understand that he prefers to 
remain in his bachelor quarters in Saint 
James's Palace with its few comfortable 
rooms, rather than move to Marlborouch 
House, which has over a hundred, and 
rather resembles a barrack. 


Britain and fraq. 


The crisis which has arisen latterly over 
the future status of Iraq appears to have 
been settled happily through the agency 
of Sir Henry Dobbs, Iraq’s High Com- 
missioner, who arrived in London from 
Bachdad last week. Precise details of the 
projected new agreement between the 
British and Iraq’s Governments are not 
yet available, and it is hoped that King 


Faisal himself may visit England this 
summer with a view to arranging a new 
treaty with Great Britain. On the issue 


of conscription in Iraq no definite agree- 
ment, I understand, has been reached ; 
but, it is highly improbable that all the 
British military forces—that is the Royal 
Air Force—will be withdrawn from Iraq 
in 1928, even although such a withdrawal! 
has by some observers been read into the 
terms of the present Anglo-Iraq Treaty. 


The Mock Air Raid. 


The air raid on London to-day, if it had 
been the real thing, wou'd have meant 
tremendous destruction of life and 
property; for three enemy ‘planes suc 
ceecied in slipping through the clouds un 
noticed, and thoroughly bombed the South- 
Western districts, as well as the An 
Ministry, the Law Courts and othe: 
places. The ‘planes were watched 
thousands of people, who saw then 
circling in the air and pretending to drop 
their bombs. They were some eight 
thousand feet in the air—quite out 
range of the anti-aircraft guns. This 
rather suggests that in any future war 


air battles will be foucht almost. out of 
the sight of the people, and certainly out 
o: the range of cun-fire 


Home Defence. 


The lessons of the air manwuvres over 
London this week will be considered in 
connection with the location of the new 
home defence units of the Royal Air Force, 
which will be formed during the next 
eight years. A progressive expansion of 
the Royal Air Force has been provided 
for, and the home defence scheme will 
not be complete until 1935. In the mean 
time a gradual increase is taking place, 
and arrangements are now being made to 
fill a number of vacancies for short service 
oficers for flying duties. These commis- 
sions will be for five years on the active 
list and four on the reserve. Af‘.examina 
tion also will be held in the next few 
weeks to fill about ten vacancies in the 
Accountant Branch in the Royal Air 
Foree, and other examinations will be for 
the purpose of enlisting six hundred boys 
as aircraft apprentices and sixty as 
apprentice clerks. 


Lord Midleton’s Pocket Book. 


Lord Midleton had the misfortune to 
have his pocket-hook stolen when leaving 
Victoria for Ypres last Saturday, and his 
principal concern is that the book con- 
tained a list of his engagements for the 
year. It also contained some French 
money and business letters. These Lord 
Midleton does not trouble about, but his 
diary is a different matter. Perhaps, the 
nimble-fingered person who relieved him 
of it will do the right thing and return 
it.

‘The Split. 


An irregular paper published what they 
called an official statement, in which the 
irregular army organisation accepted re- 
sponsibility for the raids. 

The split in the Sinn Fein organisation

To preserve, in particular, the youth of

MR. P. J. HOGAN, 


Everyone has taken the trouble to say 
that the assassination of the Vice-Presi- 
dent was a blow to the State. I wish that 
deputies would recognise that that, and 
no other, is tke position taken up by the 
Government. We have brought in this 
bill, not for the protection of Ministers or 
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deputies, but for the protection of the 
State.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

An opportunity for a heart-to-heart talk 
between the Chancellor of the Ex~':-quer 
and those members of the Conservative 
Party who are critics of his financial policy 
will be provided to-morrow, when Mr. 
Churchill will be the guest of Sir Henry 
Buckingham at luncheon. The other 
guests will be, like Sir Henry himself, 
members especially interested in financial 
questions. 

The primary object of the luncheon 
meeting is to provide a means to discuss 
the super-tax clauses of the recently 
passed Finance Bill. Mr. Churchill has 
promised to amend these if a better 
scheme can be evolved before the clauses 
come into operation next year. 

I understand that a non-party committee 
is to be set up to draft a better clause for 
inclusion in next year’s Finance Bill. 
Among the members of this committee 
will be Sir Robert Horne, Sir J ohn Simon, 
and Sir E. Hilton Young. 

Several of the “ super-taxites,’’ as they 
are usually known in the House, are also 
members of the economy group, in which 
burns the “veiled insurrection’? mentioned 
by Sir Frederic Wise in the debate last 
Friday. 

At to-morrow’s luncheon Mr. Churchill 
will have an opportunity of explaining the 
recent letter from the Prime Minister re- 
jecting their proffered assistance.

About 10 a.m. the Minister, accom- 
panied by Mr. Wainwright Abbott, Secre- 
tary to the Legation, will drive from the

by Mr. Joseph P. Walsh, Secretary to the 
Department of External Affairs, and by 
one of the Governor-General’s aides-de- 
camp. 

THE ROUTE. 

Punctually at 10.30 a.m. the party will 
leave the Consulate, outside of which will 
previously have paraded a detachment of 
infantry and a cavalry escort. Imme- 
diately on the appearance of the Minister 
the General Salute will be given, after 
which Mr. Sterling, accompanied by Mr. 
Walsh, in one motor car, and Mr. Abbott, 
accompanied by the Governor-General’s 
aide-de-camp, in another, will drive to the 
Viceregal Lodge, preceded by his escort of 
cavalry. The route of the procession will 
be Nassau street, College Green, Sackville 
street and North Circular road. 

On arrival at the Viceregal Lodge the 
party will be shown into the drawing- 
room, where Mr. Cosgrave, President of 
the Executive Council and Minister for 
External Affairs, will be waiting with 
Mr. Diarmuid O’Hegarty, Secretary to 
the Cabinet, to receive the American 
Envoy. 

SHORT CEREMONY. 

Immediately afterwards the President 
will conduct him into the presence of the 
Governor-General in the adjoining ball- 
room. In presenting his letters of 
credence to His Excellency the Minister 
will make a formal speech, which will be 
replied to by the Governor-General.

NAVAL CONFERENCE 


BRITISH STATEMENT 
YET TOBE MADE, 


-“ 


The expected Government statement on 
the Geneva Naval Conference was not 
made yesterday. Mr. Churchill declared 
at question time in the House of Commons 
that it would be made either to-day or 
to-morrow, says The Times. The Cabinet 
met yesterday at~4 o'clock and sat for 
over two hours. Mr. Bridgeman and Lord 
Cecil will return to Geneva this morning. 
| Admiral Sir Frederick Field, who has 
rendered such excellent services as a mem- 
ber of the British Delegation at Geneva, 
‘was unfortunately taken seriously ill on 
his way home, and will not be able to re- 
turn to Geneva at present. The important 
points of detail established in yesterday’s 
Cabinet decisions can only be elucidated 
in their due perspective in the official 
statement which will be made at the 
appropriate moment. 

In a despatch from Geneva last night 
The Times Special Correspondent says :— 
The return of the British delegates to the 
Naval Limitation Conference is awaited 
with an anxiety that seems to lie some- 
where, between hope and fear. It is felt 
that the fate of the Conference, and with 
it, perhaps, the whole future of disarma- 
ment, will depend, upon the steps taken 
immediately following it. The American 
Delegation originally asked for twenty- 
four hours in which to consider the pro- 
bable effects of the Anglo-Japanese com- 
promise. It has, however, delayed making 
its reply till the return of the British 
delegates from London, so that the period 
for deliberation has extended to about a 
week. In the meantime the American and 
Japanese Delegations have refrained from 
holding meetings or undertaking impor- 
tant conversations, though both have been 
in constant touch with their own Govern- 
ments. 

Having regard to the momentous issues 
involved, the discussions in London have 
been eagerly followed in an atmosphere of 
tenseness for every scrap of information 
that could be gleaned as to their progress. 
Such as has been forthcoming is not con- 
sidered to have been of a very promising 
character. It must of necessity remain in- 
complete till the delegates themselves re- 
turn, but so far there is nothing to indi- 
cate that Mr. Bridgeman and Lord Cecil 
will bring with them any considerable 
modification of the British requirements, 
such as is considered by well-informed 
American opinion to be essential to ulti- 
mate success. It would appear that the 
American Delegation, so far from fitting 
its views into an agreement between Great 
Britain and Japan, still expects that the 
views of the other two will be adjusted to 
its own, and so far it is dyaappointed : at 
the prospects.

Before the settlement was reached the 
President of one of the big underground 
companies had refused to receive Mr. 
Walker, Mayor of New York, and the 
Committee of Trade Unionists, who were 
trying to effect some adjustment. 

The chief demands of the men were 
recognition of their union and an increase 
of their wages by twenty per cent.

BANGOR, WALES, Tuesday. 

“ Scottish Universities and Celtic Studies ”” 
was the first subject dealt with at this morn- 
ing’s session of the Celtic Congress. The 
paper had Lae, sale by Mr. W. J. 
Watson, LL.D., Edinburgh, and was read, in 
his absence, by Miss Agnes O’Farrelly. In 
the universities of Scotland, it stated, the 
study of Gaelic includes both Scottish and 
Irish Gaelic, with reference to Welsh and 
Breton by way of comparison. In three out 
of the four universities—Edinburgh, Glasgow 
and Aberdeen—it is a subject for graduation. 
In Scotland at the last census there were 
158,779 Gaelic speakers, and 9,829 of these 
spoke Gaelic only. The teaching of Gaelic in 
the schools, under the Act of 1918, is com- 
pulsory over the Gaelic-speaking area. 

Mr. Angus Robertson, in an address entitled 
“The Gaelic University,” made what has 
been agreed to be the greatest contribution 
‘In the way of eloquence to the Congress. He 
deplored the — with which Scotland was 
losing her Gaelic-speaking people, and dwelt 
on the necessity of making provision against 
it. This loss meant the decay ot their people. 

The young Gael should be led to develop 
his mentality within his own experience and 
through the impulses of his own people. Any 
attempt to impose any form of patriotism or 
nationalism through a medium which has been 
the means insidiousl? of separating him from 
the best instincts of his race cannot be the 
hest way to make him an upholder of those 
traditions of which the race is so proud. 

AMERICAN EFFORT. 

In pursuit of his ambitions for Gaelic 
culture, Mr. Robertson decided to see what 
the successful offshoots of the race in Canada 
and the United States of America could do 
for them. . He visited New York, and as a 
result of his activities there the American 
lona Society has been formed, a body which 
is willing and anxious to found an institution 
of learning in Scotland to preserve this Celtic 
people economicaliy and ideally in the High- 
lands. The sum that they aim at for the 
purpose 1s two million pounds. That institu- 
tion, said Mr. Robertson, is going i> he a 
good thing as well for Wales, Ireland and 
Brittany. .

GALWAY AND CELTIC CULTURE. 

The Rev. John Hynes. of Galway, spoke on 
‘‘ Galway and Celtic Culture.” Discussing the 
Gaelic notion of University Cullege, Galway, 
he said that it was not proposed to make 
Irish a medium of teaching in the near future 
in science, medicine or engineering, as it 
would not be possible for some time to secure 
professors competent to lecturé in Irish en 
these subjects or to find students to study the 
lectures. Nor was English to cease imme- 
diately to be a medium of teaching in arts 
and commerce, as the majority of students 
would not desire for some time to attend 
lectures in the Irish language. 

Among the steps taken to Gaelicise the 
college arc. the efforts that are being made? to 
secure professors, etc., competent to lecture} in 
Irish when the majority of students have such 
knowledge of Irish as will enable them to 
follow the lectures in that language: Univer- 
sity lectureships have recentiv been instituted in 
the college in history, mathematics, econo- 
mics, commerce and accountancy, for which 
candidates must prove that they were com- 
petent to lecture in Irish. The: salaries for 
these lectureships were provided out of a 
special annual grant recently given to the 
college by the Irish Free State Government. 
£1,000 a year is to b> given by the college 
to provide scholarships among speakers of 
Irish from the poorer districts. Holders of 
these scholarships will be required to attend 
lectures on Irish, and in Irish on history, 
économics, commerce and acc ountancy. The 
ultimate ideal -° the College is to create an 
atmosphere of enthusiasr for Gaelic culture 
so powerful as to make itself felt in the 
immediate neighbourhood,. and so real and 
so vital that it will eventually permeate the 
whole of Ireland, and help to re-establish 
the broken civilisation of Ireland.

IRELAND AND WALES. 

Mr. E. Morgan Humphreys, editor of 
Y Gemedl (The Nation), who presided, said 
that, in watching Welsh life pretty closely, 
he was more and more convinced of the 
value of a closer connection with Ireland.

LORD BANGOR’S OFFER 
OF A-HARBOUR., 


-— > — 


The proposal to make Killough, County 
Down, the terminal port on the Irish side of 
tha Channel, for what Viscount Craigavon 
called an all-red mail route between London 
and Northern Ireland, was referred to by 
Viscount Bangor at the weekly luncheon 
meéting yesterday of the Belfast Rotary Club. 

Killough Harbour has been in the possession 
of the Bangor family for several generations, 
and the father of the present Viscount offered 
to hand it over to the Government of his day 
on condition that they would undertake the 
necessary dregding operations to bring it up 
to modern standards. 

THE OFFER. 

Referring to the recent attempts which had 
been made to bring before the Government 
and the railway company the advantages, 
géozraphical and otherwise, which Killough 
enjoys, Lord Bangor said that the local com- 
mitee had urged, and would continue to urge, 
the Departmental Committee appointed by the 
Government to expedite matters. 

“ Were I personaily in a position to develop 
Killough Harbour,” he said, “it would have 
been done long ago, and with enthusiasm.” 

His ancoebor, the judge, he continued, had 
developed the harbour; the present piers were 
built by his (the speakers, predecessors, at 
their own expense, and he only wished that 
he could follow in their footsteps and bring 
the harbour up to modern requirements. 
(Applause. ) Unfortanately, there were very 
few private individuals in these oo 
times in a position to do that kind of thing. 
But he was prepared—as hig father had 
been—to hand the harbour over to the 
Government at a purely nominal figure. He 
knew that what was required on the north- 
east coast of lreland was safe and roomy 
harbourage. They wanted to develop. their 
trade and rétain at their own shores their 
fishing industry, which they would lose if 
they did not provide a safe and securé 
harbour. He beheved that in the develop- 
ment of Killough Harbour lay the solution 
of the difficulty. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S POSITION 

The Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, Minister 
of Labour, proposing a vote of thanks to Lord 
Bangor, said that he personally was extremely 
sorry that he was not in a position to speak 
with that freedom which tae Viscount was 
privileged to enjoy, because he (Mr. Andrews) 
was a member of the Government, and it 
would be, indeed, unfitting of him to express 
his own views, or the views of his colleagues, 
in connection with a matter of this kind, until 
they had received the report of the dis- 
tinguished authority to whom it was referred, 
also of the committee which was at the 
present time sitting, and investigating not 
only the potential value of Killough Harbour, 
but also the potential value and possibilities 
ot all other ports in Northern Ireland. When 
they had received that report he (Mr. 
Andrews) was satisfied that his colleagues and 
himself would give the matter their immediate 
and most careful atiention. (Applause.)

PROGRESS OF THE WORK 
OF RECONSTRUCTION. 


NEW BROADCASTING 
STATION, 


- « 


Much progress is being made with the re- 
building of the General Post Office in Sack- 
ville street, Dublin, and it is hoped that the 
ublic portion of the building will be opened 
y next Christmas. 
The interior is being constructed on the 
most up-to-date lines, and all the departments 
are being fitted with modern and labour- 
saving devices. Scarcely anything of the plan 
of th, old General Post Office is being re- 
tained in the lay-out of the new offices. 
Entrance to the public office, which is on 
the grourd floor in Sackville street, will be 
by two massive doors, one at each side of 
the large pillars. The floor of the vestibule 
and the Fa office will be of rubber. The 
walls will be of Irish marble and limestone, 
while the ceiling, which will be about thirt 
feet from the fioor, will be finished in rich 
plaster. The counters, which will be of 
marble and mahogany, will form a semi-circle. 
Even the bronze grills are being constructed 
to conform with the artistic design of the 
office. The overseer’s office will be situated 
in this part.of the building, so that he may 
be more accessible to the public than 
formerly, 

THE OFFICE CLOCK, 

A four-faced ornamental clock, mounted. on 
a writin 
the vestibule. Posting boxes will be placed 
at each end of the table. Letters posted there 
will be taken on a conveyor-band under- 
ground to the sorting office, <s well as the 
letters postéd in the numerous boxes on the 
outside of the building in Sackville street. 

_ The building of the front wing is approach. 
ing completion. The contractors (Messrs. 
Alexander Hull and Co.) are now engaged 
mainly at the decorative work, plastering, 
and the erection of a lift and staircases. A 
representative of the firnr stated yesterday 
that the general strike in Great Britain was 
the biggest set-back that they had to meet 
since they commenced operations. He added 
that it would require a big effort to have 
the public office completed before Christmas. 

Dozens of stone-cutters are employed pre- 
paring the marble slabs for the public sles, 
and large numbers of masons, carpenters and 
joiners are at work on the building itself. 

At the Henry street side, where Messrs. 
Martin, contractors, have charge of the opera- 
tions, the work is also being pressed forward 
rapidly. The outer walls have been com- 
pleted, and arrangements are being made for 
the construction of the roof. All the walls 
are of reinforced concrete, and the interior 
finishing and decorative work will be in 
keeping with the design adopted in the Sack- 
ville street wing. 

THE DINING ROOMS. 

The accountant’s staff, who are at present 
in Talbot House, will require most of this 
block of offices. On top of this wing will be 
situated the staff dining rooms, capable of 
seating 500 persons. he kitchen will be 
equipped with modern appliances. Hot and 
cold water will be laid on to all the staff 
rooms. 

THE BROADCASTING STATION. 

A new studio for the Dublin Broadcasting 
Station iS also being constructed in this 
wing. The old studio in Little Denmark 
street will then be closed down, but the 
transmitting apparatus will be retained at 
the McKee Barracks. The changing of the 
Broadcasting Station is being brought about 
because the General Post Office is considered 
to be a more convenient place for the artistes 
to attend, on account of its central position. 
A block of buildings is also being erected 
at the back of the main building, from which 
it will be separated by a courtyard. Dynamos 
and other machinery will occupy the base- 
ment. » Overhead there will be offices for 
different branches of the service. 

THE PRINCES STREET WING. 

The Prince s street wing, which has yet to 
be built, will accommodate the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, the solicitor and his 
staff, and the secretariat. The telegraphic 
work, which is at present being carried out 
at Amiens street Post Office will be trans- 
ferred to -Princes street. Eventually the 
Amiens street office will be reduced to an 
ordinary sub-post office, as it is the intention 
of the Ministry to transfer all the mail work, 
both parcel and letter, to the office at Pearse 
street. | The top floor of the Prince’s street 
er will be used as a gymnasium for the 
staff and as an educational institute for the 
telegraphic messengers. 

The arcade from Henry street to Prince's 
street, will form a striking feature of the 
new building. This is being constructed by 
the Office a Public Works. It will have a 
glass roof throughout its length. 


IRISH LABOUR PARTY. 


ANNUAL CONGRESS NEXT 
WEEK 
Resolutions to be proposed at the thirty- 
third annual Congress of the Irish Labour 
Party and Trade Union Congress, which 
opens in Dublin on Monday next, deplore the 
inadequacy of the measures taken by both 
Governments in Ireland to deal with unem- 
loyment , and condemn the refusal of the

working week; demand the setting up of an 
Industrial Development Commission to 
survey the possibilities of developing Irish 
industries with State assistance, and call for 
protection. 
Demands for an inquiry into the conditions 
of employment and rates of pay, etc., in 
shops; the application of the Trade Board 
Acts to prevent “sweating,” and the estab- 
lishment of a Civil Service Arbitration Board 
are the subject of other resolutions. 
A representative of the Civil Service 
Clerical Association will move:—‘ That this 
Congress condemns the action of the Saorstat 
Government iv applying to ex-I.R.A. and 
ex-National Army entrants to its Civil Ser- 
vice salary scales which are much less favour- 
able than those granted to ex-British Service 
Civil Servants employed in Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland and the Saorstat, and de- 
mands that the salary scales and conditions 
of service of the latter be applied to the 
former.”

DUBLIN BOY WHO GOT HOME. 

SICK IN AMERICA. 


“ Not wanted on the voyage,”’ was said 
to be the label on the suit cases of two 
stowaways, who were discovered on the liner 
Adriatic when four days out of New York 
on her way to Liverpool. They were 
Robert John Porter (19), clerk, son of a 
Dublin civil servant, and Glynn Rowlands 
(27), professional footballer, of Cardiff, who 
were before the Liverpool Stipendiary yes- 
terday. 

Rowlands said that his real name was 
Edmunds, but when caught in the Adriatic 
he gave the name of Wade. He was 
brought up in the name of Hunt, played for 
Everton Football Club three years ago as 
Edmunds, and played in Canada as Row- 
lands. He and Forter had passes to visit 
the Adriatic in search of work. 

When the vessel had sailed, it was stated, 
they mingled with the passengers in the day- 
time, and slept in hiding at night. They 
were found by a steward coming from a part 
of the vessel where passengers were not 
allowed. 

Rowlands was remanded for further in- 
quiries, and Porter. was fined £5. His 
father, who paid, said that his son stated

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PRIORITY IN BANKRUPTCY 
CASES. 


REVENUE DEPARTMENTS 
CONTENTION.

Mr. Liam O'Donnell, of the Revenue Com- 
missioners’ Department, giving evidence at a 
sitting of the Bank:uptcy Commission yester- 
day in Commercial Butidings, Dublin, said 
that the existing priority in respect of State 
debts in a bankruptey matter was founded 
on substantial consideration. ‘The State, by 
its laws, was compelled to meet the expend- 
ture on public services. There was no 
element of voluntariness in the matter, and 
there was no question of withholding the 
benefits of the public services from anyone. 
The State, therefore, had a special claim 
on the assets of those that received the 
benefits of the public services, and any 
failure to recover the property contributions 
from a bankrupt’s estate would have 
the effect of passing on the burden 
to other taxpayers who themselves 
were liable to pay their own share ot 
taxation. There appeared to be no equitable 
reason why ordinary creditors who voluntarily 
entered into contracts with a view to profit 
should be able to make good part of their 
loss at the expense of other taxpayers. This 
in effect would be what would happen if 
the existing State priority were in any way 
curtailed. . 

As regards income tax in particular, any 
curtailment of State priority might lead to 
undesirable or unexpécted resalts; for it 
happened from time to time that a taxpayer 
in temporary financial difficulties approached 
the Revenue authorities with a requést that 
he should be allowed to defer payments. In 
such circumstances all the facts, inclading 
the right of recovery of the tax as a priority 
debt, were considered, with the result that it 
might be possible for the Revenue to allow 
payment to be deferred without danger 
of loss to the State. If the priority of State 
debts were curtailed, it would obviously be 
to the interest of ihe State to take action for 
the recovery of tax on the receipt of the 
slightest information that a taxpayer was 
financially embarrassed. 

THE PRACTICYe IN ENGLAND, 

The Chairman (Mr. Robert Doyle. K.C.) 
said that at the present moment in England 
the Crown was limited to one year, according 
to the 55rd Section of the Bankruptcy Laws. 
In Ireland they were not. Was there any out- 
standing reason why the law should be 
different on this particular point? 

Mr. Porter, barrister-at-law, who also ap- 
peared for the Revenue authorities, said that 
the only reason was that it was contemplated 
that the collection was slow in Ireland, as it 
was in all estate duties. 

The Chairman—I do not think that ap- 
plied to the last couple of years. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Porter—The whole of the revenue was 
tn a state of chaos from 1919 to 1922, and it 
was only within the last couple of years that 
they were trying to get it straight. © 

The Chairman said that if the income tax 
authorities allowed a man to defer payment 
for three or four years, and then that man 
became a bankrupt, why should the State 
come in and take the whole of the estate 
and the creditors get nothing’ Surely, the 
creditors should get some consideration. 

Questioned by the Chairman as to why 
Customs and Excise duties should be carried 
forward, 

Mr. O'Donnell said that these were excep- 
tional cases. A bankrupt trader might not 
have paid up these duties before he took pro- 
tection of the Court. 

The Chajman—ls not that the fault in not 
collecting them?-I cannot see any other 
reason for the decision, 

Answering Mr. SeddaH, who asked why 
there was a distinction made between the 
insulvent company and the insolvent in- 
dividual, the lormer being liable only. for 
one year in the matter of priority, 

The witness said that he would be satisfied 


if the companies were brought into line with 


individuals. 

ASSESSMENTS. 
On the question of assessments, Sir Walter 
Boyd expressed the opinion that there was 
& great necessity that the Commissioners 
should have power to change assessments. 
Mr. O'Donnell said that the Commissioners 
had no function to fix a man’s income 
tax assessment. The assessment was based 
on the returns made. If the returns were 
not considered correct, the Inspector makes 
the best assessment that he can. The indivi- 
dual case appealed against the assessment 
to the Special Commissioners to the Circuit 
Court, and as far as the High Court. Once 
the assessment is fixed the Commissioners 
have no power to change that as the law 
stands at present. 
The Chairman asked if it were proved to 
the satisfaction of the Inland Revenne that 
an assessment was, in fact, wrong, that 
instead of £200 it should be £20, would they 
insist on the higher sum? 
Mr. O'Donnell said that the Commissioners 
would resist the reduction of liability except 
they were satisfied that it had gone through 
the usual channels. 
Sir Walter Boyd mentioned a case 
in which a bankrupt might have 
been assessed, bat had made ne 
returns, and it might be fair to allow the 
Official Assignee to make a return on his 
behalf and have him assessed at a proper 
figure. Generally, when a trader made ne 
returns his business was going down, and 
was assessed too high. 
wr. Porter said that if the assessment 
could not be opened. of course the creditors 
were affected. There were certain ppo- 
visions in the income tax code which wouid 
be of assistance in the case of a bankrupt. 
and which were not often availed of by 
accountants or solicitors acting for bankrupts. 


There was ore provision under which 4 
bankrupt could ete his assessment re- 
opened in the course of the year. He could 
have his figures reduced for the preceding 
three years, and if losses were shown he 
could have an adjustment made. 

Mr. A. Dickie, K.U., gave evidence on the 
question of permitting an executor of a: .n- 


scivent, deceased person to carry an arrange- 
ment in liew of administration in Chanery. 
He said that he was against this, unless 
the meetings of the creditors were generally 
under the control of the Court, in the same 
way that arrangements were made under the 
Companies Act ur the Bankruptcy Acts.

A BROKEN ENGAGEMENT. 


JILTED EX-SPECIAL CONSTABLE 
AND ALLEGED VENDETTA. 


A broken engagement and an alleged 
vendetta were mentioned in the Beliast 
Summons Court yesterday during the hearing 
of a series of summonses and _ cross- 
summonses for assault between William 
Girvan, Ashfield street, a shipverd worker, 
and formerly a ‘‘ Special’’ constable; and 
William and Rebecca Telford, Castlereagh 
road. Margaret Telford also sunimoned 
Girvan for threats. 

Girvan alleged that when going home in 
the early hours of Sunday, 17th inst., he 
was attacked by a stranger who was standing 
at the Telfords’ door, and later Mr. and Mrs. 
Telford attacked him, with other people, 
whom the complainant did not know. He 
formerly kept company with a daughter of 
the Telfords, and since there had been un- 
pleasantness. 

Cross-examined, the complainant said that 
there was an engagement, but the ring was 
returned. He did not threaten to have the 
Telfords kicked out of the shop, nor ‘did he 
ever carry knuckle-dusters. 

Evidence was gone into at considerable 


len h, and, for the defence, Mr. Campbe:l 


said that the Telfords were the victims of 
a vendetta. 

Miss Margaret Telford gave evidence that, 
as a consequence of certain proposals by 
Girvan, she broke off the engagement. About 
midnight, prior to the assault, he followed 
a customer into her mother’s shop and struck 
him with a knuckle-duster. The customer 
challenged Girvan to a fair fight, and on 
the street Girvan blew a whistle and a crowd 
gathered. The witness then gave evidence 
as to alleged threats against her. 

Mrs. Telford was also examined, and m 
the end the magistrates dismissed all the 
summonses for assault, and placed Girvan 


under a rule of bail—himself in £10 and two 
sureties of £5 each—-on the summons for 
threats.
